No carriage for
artillery in the navy is accepted until the
gunners have hoad ashot at it to test v, If
the shell goes elean through without erack-
Ing the metal, only making a hole, the gun
curringe is good enough for Unclo Sam, The
guns and shells with which these tests are
mude are also shown,

The L¥iuch gun, of which a dummy is
shown in tho turret, is o beauty, It burns
050 pounds of powder, and it would send a
shell wewhing 1100 pounds from the Bat-
tery to 15oth street in New York, and still
have enough impetus when it reached there
to bowl over almost anything that stood
inits way. Exhibits of the real shells are
to bo found in the ship, In the powder
magezine, which is a4 most interesting place,
are the nmmunition cuges, made of copper
und about four feet high, in which the pow-
der is stored, The chargesare hoisted by
michinery, placed in the gun and rammed
home, the process being shown nlmost com-
pletely.

Iteal OfMicers Live Thore,

An ofcer's wird room a little further nfo
in which real officers Hve Is exhibited to
astonish people from inland points, This 1s
shown under certam restrictions, of course,
the sign »No Admittance' belng put up at
meal times and at boed times, ‘I'here is o fine
lavatory and bathrovm for the oMeers and
another one for the captain, Al the furni-
ture is real nnd it will be used some day with
some of the other Attings on a ganuine battle
ship,

Upon the berth deck there Is no machinery
such ns would be used to propel a vessol ke
tho [lincis.  Only a comparatively small
section ofconl bunkers is shown, butl there is
enough to demontrate the water tight com.
partment idea and the means by which the
firenien escapes from the bunkers lu case of
on wflux of water and the closing of the
vompurtments, A space which o u real ship
would be gived up to bunkers is occupicd by
the steam engloecring exhibit, showing the
types of bollers and engines of JWifferent
poriods in model form,as well as thoe patterns
of various kinds of propellers,

Underneath one of the turrets for the 14.
inoh guns is the ordunance wusowm, The
after turret has not been carried out below
the main deck.  In the muaseum are portralts
of heroes of the navy and relies of o nuture
that will not csuse sectionnl discussion,
Armor plates that have becn subjoctod to
tests nnd the projectiles with which they
have boen plerced are in the museum,
